"Reformers" willing to thwart this 
gi'oat national scheme in the liojio of 
embarrassing the Government. And 
yet wo do lind tbo leading organs of 
this party employing ^vety means, re- 
sorting to every dence in order to 
prejudice the scheme in tho English 
market, and, if possible prevent its 
Ijoing ''lloated." There can bo no 
doubt whatever that SSir Hugh Allan 
has to contend with difficulties of no 
ordinary character, difficultiea before 
■which most men would succumb. Con- 
sidered altogether apart from antagon- 
istic intlucucos, the very ponderous- 
ness of the scheme was enough to a^t- 
pall most men; and, eousideriug the 
national and beneficial character of the 
work, one would have supposed tliat 
he who undertook it would have been 
justly entitled to tho hearty sym- 
pathy and support of (!verv patriot. 
But Hir Hugh has hud to contend 
witli antagonistic; railway iiitluoncos of 
no small magnitude, while, at the same 
time, he has been pursued with a ])oli- 
tical malignity which should bring the 
blu.sh to the cheek of every patriotic 
Canadian. That ultimate success will 
attend the efforts of Sir Hugh, we do 
not entertain the slightest doubt. 
"With him it is not a cpiestion of get- 
ting the money, but of getting it on 
the best possible terms. That ne^c- 
tiations can nov.- be comijleted in lime 
to admit of a 'bona iido' commonce- 
meut being made ly the •2()th of July 
lioxt, we candidly confess, soi'ius open 
to question. Nor do we xuidor- 
rate the consequences of delay, especi- 
ally in so far as this Provineo 
is concerned. But, at the same lime, 
we desire to take a just and reasonable 
view of tho matter, and make due al- 
lowance for the. ■gigantic diiUcultios to 
be overcome. With those who, from 
ignorance or inclination, are in such 
haste to write "failure" upon the 
whole scheme, wo can have no sj-mpa- 
thy. It seems dillicult to decide how 
far the charges made by Mr. Hunting- 
ton and tho investi^'ations )iow going 
on at Ottawa are likely to affect nego- 
tiations in England. Yet it seems 
tolerably certain that the influence will 
be prejudicial. ~\Mth such a dark 
cloud hanging over the birth of tho 
scheme, and with tho charge of com- 
])li(:ity hanging over his head, Sir 
Hugh cannot well be supposed to be 
in tho most favorable position for jiros- 
ecuting these negotiations. Cajiital is 
coy and sensitive; and it may prefer to 
wait tiniil such time as tlio matter 
shall 1)0 cloarc-d up. Tliat it will be 
cleared up, and tho character of the 
Administration and of tho Knight of 
Bavensoraig fully vindicated admits of 
no doubt. We regard the whole af- 
fair as the crowning act of Grit ma- 
lignity, when it saw viiii'^nr: of offuso 
and power fading away in tho distance. 
It may delay; but it cannot defeat. 
Mcauwhdo tho public all over tho Do- 
minion will await with no little interest 
the developments before the Parlia- 
mentary Committee sitting at Ottawa, 
Should tho result jus ify our belief in 
the utter groundlosHUOss of the charge, 
tiie coimtry will know how to estimate 
the party making it. 

Tbe Organs and the Indians. 

If tbo subject vrov6 nob top serious it 
would bo amusing to watch the Govorn- 
mciit orpfiins on the Indian qiiostion. 
While (lonounciii^ this joui ual for .sound- 
ing thoalirfai, and atoully protesting that 
tho Ot^airs of the country were never more 
(ifflciently or econoniicidly adminlHtorod, 
they aro compoUod iu the samo breath to 
admit incidentally, or through their own 
eorroHiiondont.s, the vory things wo are 
coarsely lectured fur ohronioling. In 
i\n: last issun of the Now Westniin.stor 
Herald wo obaervo an article in whieh it 
is-plainly intimated that the Iiulian popa- 
lation is fftStf' drifting into uuarchy; but, 
of eoitrso, it in not thi) fault of tho locul 
(iovornniont. Oh, no. is * ho fault of the 
l''oderal(i()veriiia(intaiid Mio J ndian Depart- 
ment. 'J'iip idea.si'utortaiiiud liy tho organs 
RM to whcio the rosponsiliility of I ho I'rovin- 
ciulGovornment eudsiind whore that of tlie 
'Pederal Goyerunienfhegins with respect 
to the Indian population would appear to 
bo vory mueh mixed; and it ia to bo foared 
that the ideas of tbejf wastero (UTO not 
lauoh clearer. , ,,• '

]\h-. Ganlner, with oxin-ess and inails, 
arriviMl here to-day from Omiiieca. Ho 
brings the i)ainful news of the death of 
W. H. Fitzgerald, Gold Commissioner fm- 
t hat district. The following are some, of 
the particulars in connection with this 
sad event: He hail l>een uiiwoll for some 
time during the winter and he had a very 
severo trip going into Oinineca from Stu- 
art's Lako,_ being many days on the road. 
On his arrival at Oinineeu he conqdaiued 
of a severo pain in his chest and left side, 
which seemed to increase till Thursday, 
M hon;he was seized with a fit in the CioV- 
ernmcnt office and wonld have fallen but 
for Mr. Page. On recovering from this 
he remarked that anotluu- suoh lit would 
kill him. From tho symptoms he judge 
it to be pleurisy. Ho continued very un- 
well until Sunday, tho20th,wlien h,?oamo 
to the Government o.lBce, and while t hm-o 
had another soi nre at 10:30 a.m., and 
though all means w('rc tried, he died at 
11 a. m. Aw inquest was held and tho 
jury returned a verdict of "Death from 
natural causes," adding that they desired 
to eipress tlseir deep regret at tlio loss to 
tho community of a most able magistrato 
and a courteous gentleman. 

Snow at tho mines is all gone. The 
miners are expecting to workthoir claims 
soon.
